The report of Superintendent C. R. 


M. Sheppard was, in part, as follows: 


During December I spent an entire 


•week in the schools at New Smyrna, 
Daytona and Seabreeze, and visited 
the schools at Clifton and Orange 
City, white and colored additional. 
Tor the most part I found all progress- 
ing in a satisfaclory manner. I found 
it necessary to make a change in the 
teacher for the sixth grade boys at 
Daytona, and Miss Ruth Rogers was 
employed 
to 
succeed 
Mrs. Mazie. 


AVaters. 


Influenza seems to have again b% 


come epidemic in several sections of 
the county. The schools in Daytona 
•were, upon order of Ihe cily heallh 
officer, 
closed 
December 18th, 
two 


•days before the Christmas vacation 
time, and were riot permitted to re- 
topen on January 6th, as per your or- 
•der. I understand, however, that the 
state health board gave the trustees 
authority to open the schools Tues- 
day, January 7th. Learning thai more 
than SO per cent of the Spruce Creek 
children were sick, I directed the 
teacher not to re-open there until 
further notice. I here present a let- 
ler from Dr. Dubois of Porl Grange 
-advising lhat he had directed local 
•officials nol to reopen school January 
6th. 
I have taken no action in this 


matter, as the number of pupils sick 
did'not seem to justify it. I do not 
know whether the school Ihere is 
running or not. I am advised by the 
principal at Holly Hill thai more than 
50 per cenl of her pupils are absenl 
on account of sickness and fear of the 
•disease. 
Inasmuch as I have no au- 


thority in such fcases, I would sug- 
gest that you make a ruling upon 
this matter which I may follow with- 
out having to call the board in ses- 
sion for each district lhal may be 
•effected. 


As per your inslruclions I have 


pul inlo effect a new schedule for all 
the schools of Ihe counly, excepl De- 
Land and DeLeon Springs, changing 
the morning assembly to 8:45 o'clock. 
It seems impossible to change the 
hour for assembly at DeLand for Ihe 
reason lhal Iwo 90 minute periods 
musl be provided for in the Smith- 
home economic departmenl 
befors 


noon in order lo comply with the 
government requirement. The fart 
that DeLand schedule cannot change 
makes il imossible also for DeLeon 
as Ihese schools are bolh served by 
the same transportation bus. 


The congested condition in Ihe Oak 


Hill school has again been called lo 
•my attention by a slrong petition for 
relief. 
I therefore place the matter 


before, you with a request that a 
member of your board be delailed to 
look into the matter wilh a view lo 
granting relief if possible. 


I have had the matter of text book 


• shortage up wilh the proper stale 


•officials and have secured 
sufficient 


immediate action by the state super- 
intendent 
to force the 
book com- 


panies to supply the local book deal- 
ers with ihe necessary books for our 
pupils. 
If pupils are still withoul 


proper books, it would seem the fault 
lies with the teacher or the parents. 


In view of the fact that the only 


-compulsory school attendance law on 
•our statute books is of a local option 
nature, having as the smallest pos- 
sible unit the special tax school dis- 
Iricl, and also in view of Ihe facl 
that Ihe terms of this law are too 
lenient to afford proper and desired 
results, and alao the 'fact that only 
a part of our county is now under this 
law, I recommend that a move be 
started at once to secure the passage 
by our next le'gislaliire of a counly 
compulsory attendance law, effecting 
children between the ages of seven 
and 16 years, and- requiring'them to 
attend Ihe nearest available school 
not less than 90 per cent of Ihe num- 
ber of days for wliich Ihe school-is 
run, wilh proper and reasonable ex- 
emptions, elc. 
This could besl be

TO BEGIN NEXT WEEK 


EVERYBODY IN FLORIDA IS ASK- 


ED TO HELP IN PRODUCTION 


OF 
MORE 
FOOD, FEED -AND 


FORAGE. 


What promises to b& one of the 


most valuable and intensive cam- 
paigns "put across" in Florida for the 
maximum production of food, feed 
and forage crops, has been mapped out 
by the extension division of the Uni- 
versity of Florida. This campaign will 
be launched in every section of the 
state simultaneously Jan. 20, closing 
Jan. 31. The magnitude of the ef- 
fort can be best realized irom the 
fact that not only the agricultural 
college, experiment station and ex- 
tension division 
of the 
university, 


but every agricultural organization in 
the state has been drafted into the 
drive. 


It is a nation-wide campaign, and 


conditions in , each state have been 
studied closely, with a view of de- 
;ermining just what can be expected 
from the different sections. Florida is 
jeing asked to make the following in- 
creases in 1919 over 191S: 


Corn, 15 per cent; peanuts, 25 per 


cent; sugar cane, 25 per cent; sweet 
potatoes, 25 per cent; forage, 10 per 
:ent; peanut hay, 25 per cent; meat 
hogs, 15 per cent; dairy cows, 25 per 
:ent; beef cattle, 15 per cent; poultry, 
33 1-3 per cent. 


It is believed that these increases 


can be easily made, as more labor is 
available than last year. 
And in ad- 


dition to this, there is an opportunity 
to get improved farm machinery that 
could not eb bought a year ago. 


It is estimated that 60 per cent of 


:he 
v world's .food during the ensuing 


year must come from America. This 
will mean that a large increase of 
food crops must be sent to Europe.

'Marseillaise," 
the 
war 
song of 


France, is the best example of a na- 
tional hymn that has yet been found. 


Dr. MacArthur's talk was a great 


address by a great man and the Tour- 
ist club was fortunate in being able 
to have him for the opening address. 
One of the pleasing features of the 
address was that the different nation- 
al songs were sung b'y the audience 
as they were discussed.

It is our duty now to correct Ihis feei- 
ng and lo point out lhal Ihe real test 
of patriotism and Americanism comes 
with peace, when we have to bind up 
the wounds, rebuild the homes and re- 
establish normal conditions of our 
governmental machinery. Any person 
can be a pMriol while the fighting and 
shouting is going on, and it takes the 
Simon pure variety to demonstrate his 
allegiance and cincerily when he is 
called o'n to pay Ihe 
fiddler.

His education was obtained in the 
public schopls of Deering and from 
private tutors until he came to the 
choice of a profession, when he enter- 
ed Bangor Theological seminary to 
study for the ministry. Most relue- 
lanlly he was obliged lo give up this 
ambilion for a shorl time because 
his health would not allow him to pur- 
sue the studious indoor life. 
He, 


therefore, relumed lo Norlh Deering 
and became associated wilh his falher 
in Ihe Home Dairy company, where 
his business acumen and genial man- 
ners brought him into nolice as one 
of Ihe respecled and progressive men. 
of Porlland. 
Of a peculiarly mechan- 


ical and invenlive lurn of mind he 
never started the operalion of any of 
:heir extensive farm machinery with- 
out thinking or planning some way 
in which this or that machine might 
be made more effective. 
For many 


•ears he had been an active and en- 
thusiastic member of the Portland 
Farmers' club, and always believed 
most strongly in the future of scien- 
tific farming. He was a member of 
the Woodsford 
club and a charter 


member of the Kiwanis club. 
One 


of the members of this club said of 
!iim: 
"Clifford Lovejoy was a man. 


who made friends easily and held 
them firmly." In the grange with 
which, he was cornected and in the 
North peering church of which he 
was an honored member, his kindly 
smile and cheery word and helpful 
counsel will be sorely missed. 
To 


know Clifford Lovejoy was to love 
Jiim and to meet and talk wilh him. 
was lo feel that there'were men in. 
the world who were true men, worthy 
of the highest trust. One of the high- 
est tributes that could be paid to the 
memory of any man is the feeling; 
manifested at this time by the em- 
ployees of Ihe Home Dairy company, 
who have so forcibly and feelingly ex- 
pressed llieir apprecialion of the Irue' 
chrislian character of iheir employer 
and Ihe personal loss which each one 
feels lhal he has suslained.

riences and knowledge gained 
could have been acquired in no 
other way.

United States treasury officials have be- 


come »very'much concerned over a growing 
tendency on the part of tbe American people 
to accept the coming of peace as also the end 
of all work on their parts tending to repair 
the ravages of war, and to be a fuJJ settle- 
ment of the bill incurred in bringing about 
victory in France. 


Treasury officials have given this new feel- 


ing on the part of the American people the 
name of "I'm-thru-eiiza," and say its effects 
may prove as disastrous to the honor and in- 


j tegrity of this country as was the recent epi- 


obitu- demic of influenza to the health and good 


" spirits of each community where it prevailed. 


State Director Griggs has issued an appeal 


to the people of Florida, not only those en- 
gaged in war savings work, but those engag- 
ed in other activities, not to relinquish their 
activities until every demand made upon our 
national honor has been 'thoroughly satisfied. 
Judge Griggs' appeal, as given out at state 
headquarters, is as follows: 


"To the people of Florida: 
"At a conference of men and women of the 


sixth federal reserve district in Atlanta Mon- 
day. January 6, 1919, the United States gov- 
ernment, through its representative, L. B. 
Franklin, of the treasury department, placed 
squarely before the people of this country 
the needs of the government in the way of 
financing during this year to meet honorable 
obligations incident to the equipping and 
maintaining of our army forces in Europe. 
Mr. Franklin stated that the crest of Ameri- 
can expenditures was not reached until after 
the armistice had actually been signed for 
the reason that contracts for enormous, 
supplies were just being delivered in quan- 
tities, and that the bills were falling due. 
The highest point in the government's ex- 
penditures since entering the war was in De- 
cember, which was something over two bil- 
lion dollars. The expenditures during Jan- 
uary, he stated, will be over two billion dol- 
lars, and from this month on there will be a 
gradual decrease. Up to December the gov- 
ernment was operating on the proceeds of 
the last Liberty Loan and other current in- 
comes, but for the month of December it 
was necessary to borrow money to finance 
the government. 


"There will be needed during the next 


year 
probably 
twelve 
billions of dollars. 


More than six billions of this will,be raised 
by another Liberty Bond issue, together with 
the war savings stamps that will be sold. 


"The duty of each American citizen in 


the face of these facts is plain. Every,man, 
woman and child in this country will par- 
ticipate in the fruits of this victory, whether 
tangible or intangible, 
and now they are 


honor bound to help pay. 


"Only two courses are left open to the 


government to pay its just obligations: One, 
and the preferable one, is the issuance and 
sale of bonds and other securities such as 
war savings stamps, thereby spreading the 
financial burden over a number of years, or 
to tax all business sufficiently heavy to raise 
the amount. 
One of these two things will 


have to be done. 


"In his message to the Liberty Bond and 


war savings workers in Atlanta, Mr. Frank- 
lin pointed out that one newspaper had sug- 
gested that the next Liberty Loan would ne- 
cessarily be absorbed by the banks of the 
country. Mr. Franklin said that this would 
be an impossibility; that if the banks absorb 
six billion dollars worth of bonds every man, 
woman and child in the United States would 
feel the blighting effect, from the man be- 
tween the plow handles to the head of the 
largest corporation. It would make it neces- 
sary for the banks to absolutely shut down on 
all forms of loans, as their assets would not 
be sufficiently liquid to permit them to fi- 
nance businesses in their various commun- 
ities. The very success of our rehabilitation 
after the war depends on keeping the assets 
of the banks liquid, so that there may be a 
steady current of money to keep all busi- 
nesses operatrrff as in normal times, and ex- 
panding as the occasion demands. 


"The government has decided that war 


savings stamps—which will after this year 
be changed in name—is the most practic- 
able and feasible plan for meeting obligations 
during the years to come, but prime in im- 
portance is the habits of thrift and savings 
it was expected and hoped to inculcate into 
every man, woman and child in this country. 
The strength of the nation depends on the 
strength of the individuals, financially as 
well as morally, and profiting by the expe- 
rience of other countries, and perhaps going 
a step further, this country will ask every 
man, woman and child to become a stock- 
holder and never to reliquish their stock in 
their government so long as they live. 


"The war is not over, althougn most of the 


actual fighting has ceased, and we are just 
beginning to pay for a very large part of the 
machinery which contributed to the final 
downfall of the world's enemies. 
As Mr. 


Franklin said, 'American speed, and Ger- 
many's knowledge of that speed, is what set 
at naught all prognostications in Washing- 
ton that the war could not possible end be- 
fore September, 1919,' and this speed was 
attained through the promises of this gov- 
ernment, coming from the individuals, that 
the bill would be paid. 


"I hope every loyal citizen in Florida will 


continue to purchase 
war 
savings stamps, 


and to spread the gospel of thrift and sav- 
ings among all of those with whom he or she 
may come in contact. 
Anybody can be a 


patriot while the battle is on. Peace brings 
the real test."

At the regular monthly meeting of 


the Volusia county school board held 
last week in DeLand, Commissioner 
Gould made a report on his investiga- 
tion wih reference ID the condition 
of the roof on the New Smyrna school 
building, and the matter was again 
referred to him with instructions to 
communicate with A. E. Lewis, the 
•architect, with a view to placing the 
responsibility. 
' 


The report of Superintendent C. R. 


^I. Sheppard was, in part, as follows: 


During December I spent an entire 


•week in the schools at New Smyrna, 
Daytona and Seabreeze, and visiled 
the schools at Clifton and Orange 
City, white and colored additional. 
Tor the mosl parl I found all progress- 
ing in a satisfactory manner. I found 
it necessary to make a change in the 
teacher for the sixth grade boys at 
Daytona, and Miss Ruth Rogers was 
employed to succeed Mrs. Mazie. 
AVaters. 


Influenza seems to have again b% 


come epidemic in several sections of 
the counly. The schools in Daytona 
•were, upon order of the city health 
officer, closed December 18th, 
two 


•days before the Christmas vacation 
time, and were riot permitted to re- 
topen on January 6th, as per your or- 
•der. 1 understand, however, that the 
state health board gave the trustees 
authority to open the schools Tues- 
day, January 7th. Learning thai more 
than SO per cent of the Spruce Creek 
children were sick, I directed the 
teacher not to re-open there until 
further notice. I here present a let- 
ter from Dr. Dubois of Port Grange 
.advising that he had direcled local 
•officials not to reopen school January 
6th. I have taken no action in this 
matter, as the number of pupils sick 
did'not seem to justify it. I do not 
know whether the school there is 
running or not. I am advised by the 
principal at Holly Hill that more than 
50 per cent of her pupils are absent 
on accounl of sickness and fear of the 
•disease. 
Inasmuch as I have no au- 


thority in such fcases, I would sug- 
gest that you make a ruling upon 
this matter which I may follow with- 
out having to call the board in ses- 
sion for each district that may be 
•effected. 


As per your instructions I have 


put into effect a new schedule for all 
the schools of the county, except De- 
Land and DeLeon Springs, changing 
the morning assembly to 8:45 o'clock. 
It seems impossible to change the 
hour for assembly at DeLand for the 
reason thai Iwo 90 minule periods 
must be provided for in the Smith- 
home economic department 
before 


noon in order to comply with the 
government requirements. The fact 
that DeLand schedule cannot change 
makes it imossible also for DeLeon 
as Ihese schools are bolh served by 
the same transportation bus. 


The congested condition in the Oak 


Hill school has again been called lo 
'my attention by a slrong petition for 
relief. I therefore place the matter 
before, you with a request that a 
member of your board be detailed to 
look into the matter with a view to 
granting relief if possible. 


I have had the matler of text book 


1 shortage up with the proper state 


•officials and have secured sufficient 
immediate action by the state super- 
intendent 
to force the book com- 


panies lo supply Ihe local book deal- 
ers wllh Ihe necessary books for our 
pupils. 
If pupils are still without 


proper books, it would seem the fault 
lies with the teacher or Ihe parenls. 


In view of Ihe fact that the only 


•compulsory school attendance law on 
'Our statute books is of a local option 
nature, having as the smallest pos- 
sible unit the special tax school dis- 
trict, and also in view of the fact 
that the terms of this law are too 
lenient to afford proper and desired 
results, and alao the 'fact that only 
a part of our county is now under this 
law, 
I recommend that a move be 


started at once to secure the passage 
by our next' le'gis,laliire of a counly 
compulsory attendance law, effecting 
children between the ages of seven 
and 16 years, and- requiring .them to 
attend Ihe nearest available school 
not less than 90 per cent of llie num- 
ber of days for which Ihe school-is 
run, wilh proper and reasonable ex- 
emptions, elc.

FOOD DRIVE IN STATE 


TO BEGIN NEXT WEEK 


EVERYBODY IN FLORIDA IS ASK- 


ED TO HELP IN 
PRODUCTION 


OF 
MORE 
FOOD, 
FEED -AND 


FORAGE. 


What promises to be one of the 


most valuable and intensive cam- 
paigns "put across" in Florida for the 
maximum production of food, feed 
and forage crops, has been mapped out 
by the extension division of the Uni- 
versity of Florida. This campaign will 
be launched in every section of lha 
state simultaneously Jan. 20, closing 
Jan. 31. The magnitude of the ef- 
fort can be best realized trom the 
fact that not only the agricultural 
college, experiment station and ex- 
tension division of the university, 
but every agricultural organization in 
the state has been drafted into the 
drive. 


It is a nation-wide campaign, and 


conditions in , each state have been 
studied closely, with a view of de- 
termining just what can be expected 
from the different sections. Florida is 
being asked to make the following in- 
creases in 1919 over 1918: 


Corn, 15 per cent; peanuts, 25 per 


cent; sugar cane, 25 per cent; sweet 
potatoes, 25 per cent; forage, 10 per 
cent; peanut hay, 25 per cent; meat 
hogs, 15 per cent; dairy cows, 25 per 
cent; beef cattle, 15 per cent; poultry, 
33 1-3 per cent. 


It is believed that these increases 


can be easily made, as more labor is 
available than last year. And in ad- 
dition to this, there is an opportunity 
to get improved farm machinery that 
could not eb bought a year ago. 


It is estimated that GO per cent of 


the1 world's food during the ensuing 
year must come from America. This 
will mean that a large increase of 
food crops must be sent to Europe. 
Every person in Florida should attend 
one of the meetings to be held in each 
community of the state some time be- 
tween Jan. 20 and 31.

That war savings slamps wil] be big 


factors in the development of the 
country, both by helping the govern- 
ment clear up its financial obligations 
quickly and by inculcating more thor- 
oughly the habit of thrift in the peo- 


ple, 
was the opinion voiced freely at 


the recent conference of war savings 
drive officials at Atlanta, and Stale 
Director J. F. C. Griggs is issuing an 
appeal to the people of Florida to 
stand by for the coming issue. Mr. 
Griggs writes: 


"The treasury department is still 


anxious to maintain the war savings 
organizations until all of the war ob- 
ligations have been cared for—until 
we have paid for the victory that we 
have won 
Very great concern is 


manifested at Washington over the 
tendency of the people to feel lhal 
since lhe armistice has been signed 
there is no further direct obligation 
on them to continue with war work. 
It is our duty now to correct this feel- 
ing and lo point out lhal the real test 
of patriotism and Americanism comes 
with peace, when we have to bind up 
lhe wounds, rebuild the homes and re- 
establish "normal conditions of our 
governmental machinery. Any person 
can be a plitriot while the fighting and 
shouting is going on, and it takes the 
Simon pure variely to demonstrate his 
ailegiance and cincerity when he is 
called o'n to pay the 
fiddler. 
t 


"But of-primary importance to this 


country, as the government sees it, is 
the teaching of thrift and saving, re- 
verting back to lhe original Iheory on 
which Iho war savings stamps were 
placed on sale. It not only will in- 
crease the individual independence of 
citizens of this country, but will bring 
them in closer louch^ wilh Iheir gov- 
ernment and bring' them lo a deeper 
consciousness of their obligation, not 
only to help their government but to 
guide it. I need poinl oul to you 
what a great necessity there is lo 
leach our people of lhe soulhland to 
abandon their former characteristics 
of prodigalily and improvidence, and 
lo build up their beloved country by 
first building up themselves in a finan- 
cial way. 
What a great thing It 


would have been for us if this educa- 
tional plan of thrift and saving had 
been begun and fathered by our gov- 
ernment immediately after the Civil 
war! 


"The plan of operation for lhe year 


1919 
does not involve lhe same slren- 


uosity as characterized the campaigns 
of 1918. We wish to sell a man only 
once, that is, early in the year to ask 
every good citizen to make out a 
budget system of his earnings and ex- 
penses, and lo say to himself just how 
much he will save, and how much he 
will invest in war savings stamps, 
also asking him lo spread the propa- 
ganda among at least five of nis ac- 
quaintances. 
We 3re now planning 


to get out a budget sheet which may 
be used in every household, and as 
soon as the details of the plan of op- 
eration here have been completed, I 
will send you the necessary litera- 
ture."

Lovejoy, whose death occurred at his 
home at 1533 Washington avenue on 
Thursday evening at 9 o'clock, leaves 
a vacancy in the civic, social and re- 
ligious life of the city thai will be 
hard lo fill. Mr. Lovejoy was bom

His education was obtained in the 
public schopls of Deering and from 
private tutors until he came to the 
choice of a profession, when he enter- 
ed Bangor Theological seminary to 
study for the minislry. Most reluc- 
lanlly he was obliged lo give up this 
ambition for a shorl time because 
his health would not allow him to pur- 
sue the studious indoor life. 
He, 


therefore, returned to North Deering 
and became associated with his father 
in the Home Dairy company, where 
his business acumen and genial man- 
ners brought him into notice as one. 
of Ihe respected and progressive men 
of Porlland. Of a peculiarly mechan- 
ical and inventive lurn of mind he 
never started the operation of any of 
their extensive farm machinery with- 
out thinking or planning some way 
in which this or that machine might 
be made more effective. For many 
years he had been an active and en- 
thusiastic member of the Portland 
farmers' club, and always believed 
most strongly in Ihe fulure of scien- 
tific farming. He was a member of

riences and knowledge gained 
could have been acquired in no 
other way.

United States treasury officials have be- 


come »verymuch concerned over a growing 
tendency on the part of the American people 
to accept the coming of peace as also the end 
of all work on their parts tending to repair 
the ravages of war, and to be a fuJJ settle- 
ment of the bill incurred in bringing about 
victory in France. 


Treasury officials have given this new feel- 


ing on the part of the American people the 
name of "I'm-thru-enza," and say its effects 
may prove as disastrous to the honor and in- 


j tegrity of this country as was the recent epi- 
demic of influenza to the health and good 
spirits of each community where it prevailed. 


State Director Griggs has issued an appeal 


to the people of Florida, not only those en- 
gaged in war savings work, but those engag- 
ed in other activities, not to relinquish their 
activities until every demand made upon our 
national honor has been 'thoroughly satisfied. 
Judge Griggs' appeal, as given out at state 
headquarters, is as follows: 


"To the people of Florida: 
"At a conference of men and women of the 


sixth federal reserve district in Atlanta Mon- 
day. January 6, 1919, the United States gov- 
ernment, through its representative, L. B. 
Franklin, of the treasury department, placed 
squarely before the people of this country 
the needs of the government in the way of 
financing during this year to meet honorable 
obligations incident to the equipping and 
maintaining of our arnvy forces in Europe. 
Mr. Franklin stated that the crest of Ameri- 
can expenditures was not reached until after 
the armistice had actually been signed for 
the reason that contracts for enormous, 
supplies were just being delivered in quan- 
tities, and that the bills were falling due. 
The highest point in the government's ex- 
penditures since entering the war was in De- 
cember, which was something over two bil- 
lion dollars. The expenditures during Jan- 
uary, he stated, will be over two billion dol- 
lars, and from this month on there will be a 
gradual decrease. Up to December the gov- 
ernment was operating on the proceeds of 
the last Liberty Loan and other current in- 
comes, but for the month of December it 
was necessary to borrow money to finance 
the government. 


"There will be needed during the next 


year 
probably 
twelve 
billions of dollars. 


More than six billions of this willfbe raised 
by another Liberty Bond issue, together with 
the war savings stamps that will be sold. 


"The duty of each American citizen in 


the face of these facts is plain. Every jnan, 
woman and child in this country will par- 
ticipate in the fruits of this victory, whether 
tangible or intangible, 
and now they are 


honor bound to help pay. 


"Only two courses are left open to the 


government to pay its just obligations: One, 
and the preferable one, is the issuance and 
sale of bonds and other securities such as 
war savings stamps, thereby spreading the 
financial burden over a. number of years, or 
to tax all business sufficiently heavy to raise 
the amount. 
One of these two things will 


have to be done. 


"In his message to the Liberty Bond and 


vyar savings workers in Atlanta, Mr. Frank- 
lin pointed out that one newspaper had sug- 
gested that the next Liberty Loan would ne- 
cessarily be absorbed by the banks of the 
country. Mr. Franklin said that this would 
be an impossibility; that if the banks absorb 
six billion dollars worth of bonds every man, 
woman and child in the United States would 
feel the blighting effect, from the man be- 
tween the plow handles to the head of the 
largest corporation. It would make it neces- 
sary for the banks to absolutely shut down on 
all forms of loans, as their assets would not 
be sufficiently liquid to permit them to fi- 
nance businesses in their various commun- 
ities. The very success of our rehabilitation 
after the war depends on keeping the assets 
of the banks liquid, so that there may be a 
steady current of money to keep all busi- 
nesses operathfg as in normal times, and ex- 
panding as the occasion demands. 


"The government has decided that war 


savings stamps—which will after this year 
be changed in name—is the most practic- 
able and feasible plan for meeting obligations 
during the years to come, but prime in im- 
portance is the habits of thrift and savings 
it was expected and hoped to inculcate into 
every man, woman and child in this country. 
The strength of the nation depends on the 
strength of the individuals, financially as 
well as morally, and profiting by the expe- 
rience of other countries, and perhaps going 
a step further, this country will ask every 
man, woman and child to become a stock- 
holder and never to reliquish their stock in 
their government so long as they live. 


"The war is not over, although most of the 


actual fighting has ceased, and we are just 
beginning to pay for a very large part of the 
machinery which contributed to the final 
downfall of the world's enemies. 
As Mr. 


Franklin said, 'American speed, and Ger- 
many's knowledge of that speed, is what set 
at naught all prognostications in Washing- 
ton that the war could not possible end be- 
fore September, 1919,' and this speed was 
attained through the promises of this gov- 
ernment, coming from the individuals, that 
the bill would be paid. 


"I hope every loyal citizen in Florida will 


continue to purchase 
war 
savings stamps, 


and to spread the gospel of thrift and sav- 
ings among all of those with whom he or she 
may come in contact. 
Anybody can be a "

JOB FREEMAN HAD 


AN ACTIVE CAREER 


The Linton, Ind., Daily Citizen of 


Saturday, Jan. 4, has the following 
concerning the death of Job Free- 
man, 
well known in Xew Smyrna, 


whose death was noted in last week's 
News: 


"Job Freeman, 74 years of age, for 


more than 25 years active in the coal 
industry in Indiana, died at G o'clock 
yesterday evening at his home in 
Edgewood Grove. 
He had been in 


failing health for several months and 
for some time had shifted the burden 
of hip important coal interests to his 
sons, who have been interested with | 
him. 


"Mr. Freeman was born in Burslem, 


England, and came to America with 
his parents when he was seven years 
old. 
The 
family settled 
first 
in 


Youngstown, Ohio, where Mr. Free- 
man lived until he entered the Union 
army in the Civil war 
He came to 


Indiana as a young man and lived for 
a time at Washington, where he mar- 
ried Martha J. Franter, daughter of 
one of the early Da\iess county set- 
tlers. 


"Mr. Freeman moved to Edwards- 


port in 1872 to superintend a coal 
mine and from that time was con- 
nected with the coal business in In- 
diana! 
He was elected auditor of 


Knox county in 1SS6, when he be- 
came interested in the Greene county 
coal fields and 
moved to 
Linton. 


This was his home until he moved 
to Terre Haute in 1911. 


"When Mr. Freeman moved from 


Linton he presented- his 
beautiful 


home to the city and equipped it as 
a public hospital. This was but one 
of 
the 
many 
philanthropic acts 


which marked the active life of the 
pui'lic spirited citizen. 


"Several important Indiana mining 


concerns owe their development to 
the enterprise of Mr. Freeman. 
He 


was interested in the ,61en Ayr Co?.l 
company, the Greene Valley Coal com-' 
pane,' and the Tecumseh Coal com- 
pany, in addition to minor properties. 
He was president of the United States 


I Po'lwer 
company, 
which operated 


to" I mills at Coalmont and Clinton.' 


"In political affairs Mr. Freeman 


was a staunch republican and gain- 
ed recognition in state circles. 
He 


was the candidate of his party for 
state treasurer 
in 1S12. but went 


down in defeat with the ticket. 


"Mr. 
Freeman was a 32nd degree
